New Triangle 
Annexation 
Plan Proposed 


Efforts to get at least a part 
of the triangular area bounded by 
Menalto avenue, San Francisquito 
creek and Bayshore freeway were 
reinstituted before the Menlo 
Park planning commission this 
week, 

Subhmitting a map showing a 
50-acre area composed of lots 
bounded by Woodland avenue, 
Oak Court, the O’Connor school 
property, Elliott drive and O’Con- 
nor street, members of the com- 
mitee urging annexation receiv- 
ed formal approval of their plan. 

John Richards of 204 Elliott 
drive, who acted as spokesman for 
the group, said the present map 
calls for annexation of about the 
same territory originally proposed 
for annexation several months 
ago. 

But, he recalled, the city coun 
cil had asked that his committee

If you're mystified by the 
source of street names, you’re no 
worse off than City Engineer Ed 
Smith, whose engineering office 
in Redwood City gets blamed for 
naming some of the new thor- 
oughfares in the area. 

He doesn’t know how streets 
get named, either. 

“We have a book here that lists 
the names of all the streets in 
both San Mateo and Santa Clara 
counties,” he explains, “and we 
can’t use any of those names. 

“Then we have to select some 
other names, and ask the fire 
chief in the area involved what 
he thinks of it. 

“Most fire chiefs don’t want 
us to use names that even sound 
like any existing street name.” 

Smith said he wasn’t sure who 
thought up some of the names, 
but he admits that some subdivid- 
ers have been accused of naming 
streets after their wives and 
daughters. 


Discussing location of a propos- 
ed fire station adjacent to 
churches on Sharon estate lands, 
Fire District Chief George Carter 
said he didn’t think there’d be any 
conflict of interest. 

“After all,” said he, ‘‘we’re both 
in pretty much the same business;

A Look at the Record Shows 
City Government Is Important

Not too long ago, what we now 
consider our home city was most- 


in fact, it wasn’t until 1940 that 
Santa Cruz avenue was paved to 
its present width and El Camino 
Real widened from a four lane 
traffic-way. 

Old timers like to talk about 
the “good old days” and how 
spacious Menlo Park looked, 
just a few years ago. But there 
aren’t many old timers. 

So when former members of the 
| 319th start getting out their old 
World War I snapshots, and other 
mementoes that show Menlo Park 
to be a sort of oak-studded ex- 
panse of grass, moderns tend to 
be a little surprised. 

From that vacant but promis- 
ing real estate of 40 years ago 
quite a town has been developed. 
It’s been described by visitors as 
sort of “tweedy,” like the plushier 
portions of Long Island or West- 
chester or Connecticut; it’s been 
raved about as an example of in- 
telligent city planning and stories 
of how its zoning and offstreet 
parking were developed have 
} been circulated nationally. 

Local historians like to point out 
that, from the earliest days when 
Atherton and Menlo Park were 
mainly seats of large estates, a 
tradition of gracious living was 
set up and that this set the pat- 
tern for the town as we know it 
today. 

When the 319th Engineers 
were activated as a regiment in 
January, 1918, they found a 
town of a different sort. It 
had promise, yes: But it wasn’t 
a promise of “gracious living,” 
particularly. 

For one thing, those fields be- 
tween Atherton and Valparaiso 
avenue west of El Camino Real 
were spacious enough to accomo- 
date more than 40,000 soldiers in 
various training units. Not only 
that, since soldiers of that day 
depended on horses for many of 
their pulling and hauling oper- 
ations, it had to accommodate 
these, too. 

And downtown Menlo Park it- 
self was quite a site, with a couple 
of dozen saloons scattered around 
for the refreshment of residents. 

It’s quite possible that, looking 
it over, a recruit getting off the 
train at the depot facing Merrill 
street would have said: 

“If this town promses to be 
anything, it’s either a “whiskey 
gulch” district or some sort of a 
vast stock farm.” 

It looked for many years after 
the close of Camp Fremont, as if 
our recruit Would have been 
right. 

Municipal government came to 
Menlo Park in i927 and during 
the first year of its operation, the 
police chief closed something like 
| 17 speakeasies and shut up more 
|than 20 gambling games. 

| The community shambled along 
the road of progress until the 
mid ’40’s, still an easygoing vill- 
jage. It wasn’t until late in World 
|War II, for instance, that the 
Southern Pacific was persuaded it 
shouldn’t leave its 
cars,’—those rolling homes for 
employees, made out of old box 
cars—parked on the siding here. 

With the unprecented growth 
that followed World War II, 
however, the town faced an un- 
precented challenge. 

That the city’s government was 
able to meet this challenge suc- 
cessfully, is evident from the char- 
acter of the. town today. 

Maybe a lot of the stuff printed 
in this and other newspapers, 
about the mechanical operations 
a city council goes through isn’t 
very interesting—but a look at 
the record, what’s been accom- 
plished here and the directions 
taken by progress since the days 
of Camp Fremont, shows that it’s 
important. 

And also, it’s hoped members

County Comment: 


Two recommendations have 
been made to the board of super- 
visors recently which would give 
pleasure to many people, but in 
the final analysis, would be an in- 
creased bill for the already over- 
burdened taxpayers. 

Enthusiasts for bigger and 
better recreation areas proposed 
that all monies derived from the 
use of parks, beaches and play- 
grounds go into the recreation 
fund for the sole purpose of 
purchasing new park-playground 
areas. At present the income 
goes into the general county 
fund and is used toward the use 
of all departments. 

San Mateo county has initiated 
a five-year plan of development 
for its present facilities, the plan 
now being in its second year. 
Great strides are being made in 
improving Coyote Point yacht har- 
bor and playground as well as sev- 
eral of the county parks, most 
notably Flood, Huddart and the 
new north end park. 

There has been quite a move to 
get the supervisors to acquire vast 
acreages for park purposes, the 
latest a large area just off Sky- 
line boulevard west of Redwood 
City. Board members toured the 
area and decided the lands were 
too steep and rugged for park 
purposes and refused to go along 
with the purchase. 

Of course, the purchase price 
was too high, too. 

The plan of recreation enthusi- 
asts to put all income into new 
purchases does not stand consid- 
eration, in our opinion. Suppose 
the recorder’s office, as an ex- 
ample, demanded that all the in- 
come from filing fees go to pur- 
chase of new equipment, provide 
a better social room for lunches, 
etc., or ‘even to raising the staff’s 
Salaries. Instead the recorder’s 
office actually collects more than 
enough to cover the entire cost 
of the department’s operations. A 
similar plan might not be bad for 
the recreation areas. 

Instead of earmarking all 
revenue to new land purchases, 
the department should raise its 
fees for out-of-county users to 
help meet the costs of operation. 
Records will show that far more 
people from San Francisco and 
other Bay area points flock to 
our beaches, our parks and rec- 
reation areas than do our own 
residents. 

Of course, we welcome these 
visitors and we’re proud that we 
have the facilities to entertain 
them. But why shouldn’t these 
visitors pay their own way as far 
as actual operations costs are con- 
cerned. 

Many counties have vast acre- 
ages of playland for the visitors, 
but for the most part they are 
state or federal lands and as such

Recreation Budgeting, Time Off, 
Pose New Threats to Budget

should be open to all the people. 

The county park and recreation 
department has a budget of $629,- 
673 for the current fiscal year. 
This is an increase of $126,000 
over last year and just two years 
ago the total was $380,782.84. 

We offered the suggestion some 
years ago that the county would 
be better to improve its present 
parks rather than buy new sites. 
This has been the policy. in recent 
months and we will not gripe at 
the extra cost that will show up 
in this year’s tax bills. 5 

No one will question the fact 
that recreation, whether in the 
city or in the mountains or sea- 
shore, makes for a well-rounded 
community, It costs money to 
operate such programs and our 
county recreation department is 
in good hands, showing speedy 
progress and getting results, 

Our only suggestion would be 
to increase fees for the outsiders 
to help pay the freight and forget 
the proposal that all income go to 
new land acquisition. It will take 
years to develop the acreage we 
have. 

The second proposal that will 
strike directly at the taxpayers 
is the request that a new look 
be taken at the county’s vaca- 
tion policies for employees. The 
county is described as “lagging” 
behind other public jurisdic- 
tions and the new plan would 
allow 12 days of vacation a year 
during the first five years on 
the payroll instead of for 15 
years as at present. 

Between 5-15 years the em- 
ployees want three weeks vata- 
tion and after an employee hds 
served 15 years, he would be given 
four weeks’ vacation. 

If we were to compare the pres- 
ent schedule with those in gen- 
eral practice we would probably 
find the county has been “cheap” 
in its time-off schedules. But if 
we take a look at the allowable 
time for sick leave, even to being 
accumulative over a _ five-year 
period we might wonder about in- 
creasing the vacation benefits. 

County employees already get 
more paid holidays than the aver- 
age working person, no matter 
what his line might be. The court- 
house closes on the slightest ex- 
cuse and increasing. vacatidns 
would probably bring the annual 
time-off-the-job total.to above the 
average in industry. , 

Too, we can’t forget that th 
taxpayers will have to dig up 
about $700,000 this’ year to: pay 
for the double retirement pro- 
gram of county employees. 

We have no doubt, however, 
that the employees groups will 
win their point and before an- 
other summer rolls around, the 
three-week trip: will be the order

Garden Column: 


Shade is a relative condition. 
Only a few gardens have absolute 
shade and then only in spots. All 
gardens have some shade, how- 
ever, and all gardeners have a 
need for plants that like it. 

The most difficult spots to will 
are those in dense shade. Few 
plants thrive under such condi- 
tions and practically none will 
bloom. One that does both and is, 
therefore, highly recommended 
for dark garden spots is Aucuba 
japonica. 

Aucuba’s serrated, glossy leaves 
are either solid green or flecked 
with gold (car: variegata). Most 
people know the latter as gold 
dust plant. When male and fe- 
male plants are placed near each 
other, aucuba puts out decorative 
bright red berries in fall .The 
mature shrub will reach five to 
eight feet but can be kept down 
with annual pruning. 

For annual color, you can 
brighten the darkest spots with 
cinerarias, ard if you like old 
fashioned blooms and smells, 
try mignonette. Those who sim- 
ply must have a variety of color 
can try planting non shade lov- 
ers in pots or containers and 
moving them into the dark spots 
when they are ready to bloom. | 

For open shade or filtered sun, 
a good number of plants can be 
recommended. Camellias, rhodo- 
dendrons and azaleas, of course,

In Garden's Dense Shady Spots 


thrive under such conditions, as 
do fuchsias. But don’t limit your 
planting to these better known 
veterans of the shade. 


Try also Pieris japonica whose 
foliage is pleasant even when its 
spring clusters of lily of the val- 
ley like flowers are gone. Or 
Faphiolepis indica (india haw- 
thorn), another spring ‘bloomer 
that makes a worthwhile contribu- 
tion to the garden at any time of 
year. The feathery foliage of ‘Nan- 
dina domestica (heavenly bam- 
boo) is very effective in shaded 
areas, and in some gardens will 
color up nicely in autumn. 

For taller shade plantings, 
the dogwoods (Cornus florida) 
and mid-season rhododendrons 
go well together. Both bloom at 
the same time and both like 
plenty of summer water, 

Both fatsia and ivy (hedeta) 
will tolerate heavy doses of shade, 

so it follows that fatshedera, the 
vine-like hybrid of the two will 
also. Use it for shaded north walls 
or in dark entrance ways for per- 
manent greenery. 

Gardeners will find that not all 
plants respond to the same shade 
conditions in two different places. 
Deciduous azaleas, for. instance, 


ido well in shade where summers 


are warm. But near the coast, 
where fog is a factor, they need.a 
sunnier location for best results. 
And daphne, which does so well 
in shaded gardens in Southern 
California and other warm sum- 
mer areas, needs more sun where 
summers are cool. 


Planning the perfect shade 
garden, therefore, is a pleasant 
challenge. If you have recently 
moved into a new climate area, 
you would do well to check 
with your nurseryman before 
you try the plant that did so 
well in your old garden. He 
can often save you wasted effort 
and future disappointment.
